The Chinese lottery case is achieving 
the distinction of notoriety. It went 
on again before Justice Lockwood yes- 
terday, and the jury had the pleasure 
og listening to an explanation of, the 
Chinese lottery game by several wit- 
nesses, and the explanation by several 


but the arrangement of the private 
business accounts of Ching Ling by his 
employés. 

There have been several lottery 
prosecutions in the city, but seldom, if 
ever, have the tickets and various ap- 
pliances of the game been produced in 
court. In this case the apparatus was 
seized by the officers at the very time 
the game was going on, and the deal- 
ers who were officiating were arrested 
at the same time. Messrs. Brunson, 
Wilson and Lamme have undertaken 
the task of proving that the defend- 
ants were simply computing the ac- 
counts of Ching Ling and that the 
tickets found in the room are not lot- 
tery tickets, but mysterious and inno- 


at so much a pound in any residence 
or business house in Chinatown; also 
that the defendants are staid, matter, 
of-fact clerks, while the Chinamen who 
are witnesses against them are hood- 
lums or highbinders,“ and that the 
whole business is a case of blackmail, 
which the District Attorney in his wis- 
dom detected or divined, and with 
which the personage known as the 
People of the State of California will 
not dirty its hands. a 

Two Chinamen were examined yes- 
terday morning for the prosecution, 
and through an interpreter gave an 
account of the manner in which 
Chinese lotteries are conducted, and 
both testified to having purchased 
tickets in the game which -was being 
run by the defendants. They took the 
tickets in evidence, baskets and other 
appliances, and went through the whole 
game, giving the jury a very clear idea 


The main effort ot the prosecution 
was directed, on cross-examination, to 
roving that the witnesses had not 
en engaged in tinuous employ- 
ment, but are trifling, no-account 
— who are not worthy of be- 

With the two witnesses mentioned 
the prosecution closed its case, and 
Mr. Wilson stated to the jury what he 
expected to prove. Just before he be- 
gan Judge Brunson took a seat by his 
partner, but the Chinese atmosphere 
of the crowded courtroom appeared 
too much for him, and he soon left the 
room. \ 

Mr. Wilson made quite a little ad- 
dress to the jury in stating his case. 
He said that he bad been led to believe 
that he can prove that the defendants 
are merely the employés of Ching 
Ling, a wealthy Chinaman; that no 
lottery has ever been drawn in the 
buildiug owned by Ching Ling; that 
the alleged lottery tickets are in every. 
store in Chinatown and can be bought 
by the pound, no marks being on 
them; that the prosecution js a case of 
blackmail, and the Chi witnesses 
against the defendants are bhigh- 
binders,” or in English, ‘thoodlums,”’ 
a word which the court will no doubt 
recognize in these days as bearing a 
legal significance. 

he first witness to prove the facts 
claimed by the defense was ex-Oflicer 
Boland. He was questioned first 
about the reputation of the Chinese 
witnesses for the proseeution. Of 
some of them he said their reputation 
for truth, honesty and integrity is bad; 
the reputation of others he did not 
know. Upon cross-examination he 
admitted that he had seen the kind of 
tickets in evidence used in lottery 
games. When asked about the 
defendants and the specific charges 
against them, he knew nothing about 


em. 

Officer Walsh was interrogated about 
the witnesses, and his testimony was 

bout like that of the former witness. 

e had heard that two of the witnesses 
are bigbbinders,“ but the reputa- 
tions of the others he had not heard 
diséussed. He also, on cross-examina- 
tion, said that the tickets in evidence 
are generally used as lottery tickets. 
Neither of these witnesses knew any- 


specific charge a st them. 

Tommy Botello was examined, and 
developed the same amount of lack of 
knowledge ubout the charges against 
the defendants. He said he had never 
seen lottery carried on in the Ching 
Ling 2 on Los Angeles street, 
and admitted that he had done detect- 
ive work for — He said Ching had 
several business interests, a pawnsho 
amongst others. Of his own knowl- 
edge he bad never seen lottery carried 
on in Chinatown. 

Mr. Wilson hesitated at this point 
about his next step in proving his 
charges of conspiracy, and then said 
he wished to show that Ab King had 
offered to bribe witnesses; had ap- 
}roached Aaron Abbott and others 
with offers of money. The Court ruled 
this offer out, as it was notin evidence 
that Ah King has anything to do with 
the case. Mr. Wilson then made the 
same offer as to Ah Yee, a witness, 
and put him on the stand, the defense 
objecting on the ground that the de- 
fense is in a hard strait when they re- 
sort to such a line of defense, and that 
it has nothing to do with whether or 
not the defendants were drawing lot- 
tery at ne time they were arrested. 

Ah Yee was allowed to answer the 
questions, however, when he denied 
that he had ever offered Aaron Abbott 
money in the case. . : 
Aaron Abbott, brother of the no- 
torious Abbotts, and he himself having 
aun exceedingly scaly reputation, was 
then put on the stand. Being quizzed 
by Mr. Wilson, he swore that Ah Yee 
talked with him at the corner of Tem- 
ple and Spring streets, and told him if 
he would swear to two or three lies for 
the prosecution he would make it all 
right with him. 

Abbott tried to be smart, and said 
that one of the lawyers for the prosecu- 
tion had offered Him money. This 
brought Mr. Dunigan to his feet, and 
he asked the disreputable witness if he 
had not given him 83 to buy lottery 
tickets with, and if he had not done so. 
He -replied with disgusting bravado 
and shamelessness and a smirk on his 
| W features that he had done so. 
Mr. Dunigan then remarked that he 
the tickets which Abbott bought 


2 did not look out he would put 
im behind the bars, Mr, Wilson re- 
maining silent and not looking over- 
well pleased with his witness. 
The defense then called Ching Ling,‘ 
who started in with a wholesale. and 
retail denial of the existence of a lot- 
tery game in his building.

_ A MEXICAN LAND TITLE. 

A complaint was filed in the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday which 
involves the romance of a family and 
the manner in which eyil deeds gen- 
erally drift to the surface though 
buried for years. The complainant is 
Mrs. Elena Castillo de Estrada, and 
she has suéd the San Felipe Land and 
Water Company of San Diego for a 
half interest in the San Felipe rancho. 
The story of her claim goes way back 
toward the beginning of the century, 
Mrs. Estrada being 62 years of age. 
and now a resident of Placer county. 
She is a poor woman, and from her 
complaint has but recently discovered 
facts which have led to her application 
to the courts for restitution. Her 
father was Don Felipe Castillo, and in 
1846 he acquired 10,000-acres by grant 
from Gov. Pio Pico, which was. atter- 
ward known as the Felipe rancho in 
San Diego county. 

At that time they resided in Her- 
mosillo, Sonora, Mexico. There were 
three brothers in the family, Loreto, 
Manuel and Rafael. The father died 
in 1848, leaving a- will, it is alleged in 
the complaint, by which the children 
were bequeathed an equal interest in 
the estate. 

The complaint sets forth that Au- 
gustin Olivera was appointed executor 
of the will, and declined to act; that 
Loreto assumed the executorship with- 
out authority, the two other brothers 
being minors, and that they all three 
joined in adeed selling the rancho to 
Juan Forster for $1500, half in money 
and half in cattle. 

In 1855 Forster petitioned the United 

States Land Commissioners for a con- 
firmation of bis title, based upon the 
Mexican grant, which he claimed to 
have bought from all the heirs of 
Felipe Castillo under an order of 
court. 
He swore in his petition that Cas- 
tillo left no.widow and po heirs except 
the three boys, whose interest he had 
acquired, thus leaving out the daugh- 
ter and suppressing everything rblat- 
ing toa will. The commissioners con- 
firmed the title, and_in 1866 a patent 
was issued to Juan Forster, the Cas- 
tillo deed being filed in the Recorder’s 
office in this city. 

The complainant states that she left 
Hermosillo in 1851, and after residing 
in Marysville until 1865, went to Piacer 
county, where she since resided. 
Her mother died when she was yet an 
infant; and she saw her father ‘last in 
1847 at Hermosillo. Her brother Lo- 
reto, a number of years after she came 
to California, told herthat their father 
left a will giving her land in San Diego 
county; that he had gold his interest, 
but not hers. 

Her husband, Ciriaco Estrada, made 
inquiries about.the . She never 
heard of the deed to Juan Forster 
until 1888, when J. B. Lamar. Esq., of 
San José precared à copy of it. and 
also infgrmed her of the United States 
Commissioners’ procesdiugs. Her peti- 
tion is to be restored to a one-fourth 
interest in the land; that the will be 
declared valid, and the deed to Forster 
be set aside as far ests and 
those of her brothem, Manuel and: 
Refugio, are concern he brothers 
are dead, and she also asks for a half 
interest of their interests as heir at

NOT MURDER. 

The C. F. McDonald murder trial 
began and ended very quickly before 
Judge Cheney yesterday morning. 
McDonald struck Peter Anersen with 
a shovel several months ago at Santa 
Monica, and the latter died from the 
effects of the blow shortly afterward, 
The two men quarreled about a little 
ditch. Their houses were very close 
together on the beach at Santa Monico, 
and McDonald dug a littlé trench to 
keep water from running into his 
house. Anersen came outof his house 
which was below McDonald’s, and 
thinking that the trench would turn 
the water upon his house, destroyed it 
with his shovel, a long-handled one, 
McDonald remonstrated with him, and 
told him the trench would not send the 
water upon him, but Anersen grew 
angry and cursed McDonald. 

He also drew back his shovel, and 
McDonald thinking he was about to 
be struck with it, hit Anersen first. 

e afterward took care of the wound- 
ed man, and gave himself up to the 
authorities, claiming that he had no 
idea of killing his neighbor, but was 
simply protecting himself. 

These facts all develo upon the 
examination of witnesses for the pros- 
ecution yesterday morning, and when 
the State rested its case Judge Cheney 
requested the jury to return a verdict 
of not guilty, which it accordingly did, 
and the defendant was discharged.. 
‘|... ‘THE POWELSON CASE, 
There was considerable interest 
shown by lawyersin the city yester- 
day over the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Powelson case. The tele- 
graphic announcement of the decision 
was very brief, and the opinion not 
having yet arrived, some points could 
not be settled. The Powelson case is 
regarded as a test case in the vag 
cases under which it is the hope of the 
authorities to reach the depraved fel- 
lows known as “macs.” This particu- 
lar case Was begun first before Justice 
Austin nearly two years ago. It was 
afterward transterred to Justice 
King’s court, and was still pending be- 
fore him when Justice King went out 
of office. It was one of the heirlooms 
left, to Justice Lockwood by Justice 
King, and he brought it to an issue by 
setting it for trial. 

Powelson’s attorney, Henry T. Gage, 
demanded a jury trial, which Justice 

kwood refused to grant. Ir. 
Gage then applied to Judge McKinley 
for a writ of prohibition to prevent 
Justice Lockwood from trying it with- 
outa jury. Judge McKinley denied 
the application tor a writ of prohibi- 
tion; and this decision it is ce 
the Supreme Court has sustained.

ears ago graded and graveled the 
ad parts of the road leading from El 
Monte, Savannah and San Gabriel to 
Los Angeles. The road was putin 
first-class order up to the city limits, 
but from that day to this the city has 
failed to put in order its end of one of 
the principal roads leading into the 
city. They cut down the adobe hill 
near the East Side Park and filled the 
adjacent hollow with. adobe, making it 
absolutely impassable in wet weather. 
‘The people of this valley have been 
put to much inconvenience, and the 
city has suffered no little loss by this 
failure of the city fathers to do their 
duty. It is a real shame and a dis- 
grace to your fair city that the princi- 
al drive in the vicinity should be al- 
owed to remain for years in sucha 
condition.

TEMPERATURE FIGURES AND 
CITRUS FICTION. 


The San Francisco Bulletin pub- 
lishes an article, over a column long, 
upon snow and climate, in which it 
once more tries very hard to show that 
the climate of the N. C. B. is as mild as 
that of Southern California, if not 
more so. 

The Bulletin objects to such ex- 


-pressions as the following, which hap- 


pens to be from Tue Times, although 
the San Francisco paper does not 
mention that fact: 


The position of the snow-bound passen- 
gers in Northern California is becoming 
more than interesting. Easterners will 
now have an excellent 4 ap- 
preciating the climatic difference between 
the northern and southern citrus belts. 


Such references to the troubles of 
the railroad companies in the moun- 
tains, says the Bulletin, give to those 
unacquainted with the State a wrong 
idea. It adds that the idea that the 
temperature of the southern portion of 
the State is milder than that of Upper 
California, or the northern citrus belt, 
or that there is any snow in the upper 
valleys any more than there is in those 
further south, is a mistaken one. Tak- 
ing Riverside as an example of the 
southern portion of the State, and 
Marysville as an example of the upper 
portion, a table is published to show 
the highest and lowest temperature at 
each place, every day, during the first 
three weeks of January. According to 
this table, the average lowest daily 
| temperature for three weeks at Marys- 
qille was 359, and at Riverside 33°. 
The Bulletin claims that, if this 
table should be carried back for 
condition ef affairs 
| would be found to exist always. 
Arguing upon this basis, the Bulletin 
claims that there is very little climatic. 
difference between the north and south 
of the State, even between Riverside 
and locations in the mountains of the 
Sierra Nevada 2000 feet above Sacra- 
mento, where also roses bloom in the 
winter and orange trees fruit.“ Even 


claims that Southern California can 
equal the north. 

Now, none of this is at all new. We 
have heard the same thing—or some- 
thing véry like it—over and over again 
during the past ten years, from a 
variety of sources—from metropolitan 
dailies, country weeklies, and from the 
‘Sacramento: signal office. The object 
aimed at is always the same—to prove 
that oranges will grow as well, and. 
even ripen earlier, in the N.C.B. than 
in Southern California. It may be 
asked: Why should the north- 
ern people bend so much energy. 
toward establishing a very doubtful 
proposition in regard to the orange, 
when there are so many other fruits 
which they can undoubtedly grow to 
perfection? The reason of this is plain. 
In the mind of the average easterner, 
the growth of the orange is intimately 
associated with all that is romantic in 
horticulture and semi-tropical in cli- 
mate. Apart from the mercantile side 
of the question, which, of course, in- 
terests those who contemplate engaging 
in the orange-growing industry, the 
average immigrant from eastern snow- 
fields will give the preference, almost 
every time, to a section of the State in 
which he is convinced that the orange 
will mature, over one in which he be- 
lieves that it will not.

Northern and Central California ship? 
Will not the Bulletin inform us? The 
figures’ would be interesting to file 
away, along with the. temperature 
tables.

groves up there are not yet old enough.

The price of rubber in Para, Brazil, 
ranges from 60 cents to $1 a pound. If 
a young man could only get hold of 
$10,000; if he could only buy rubber in 
the Congo Free State at a penny a 
pound; if he could only get it down to 
the coast for a few pence more a pound 
—ifhe could do all this he would make 
a tremendous profit. Then if he could 
live within his income he would 
certainly grow rich. ‘The principal 
thing with most young men is the $10,- 
000, or rather the wantof it. There 
are . of lusty young white slaves 
behind the counters in this city who 
would like to be emancipated. And 
lots of them would go to Africa on 
much less capital than $10,000. in the 
present state of the market so princely 
asum as that would 2 a gross 
of North American Congo Free States- 
men.

The Big Blockade Almost 
Raised. 

Trains Will Get Through the Sierra 
Nevadas by Tomorrow. 


The Oregon Line Will Probably Be 
Closed for Some Time. 


The Recent Heavy Rains Thought to 
Have Done More Good Than 
Harm to California 
Farmers. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It now seems probable that 
the great blockade in the sierras will be 
over in two or three days at most. Last 
night the big rotary plow was dug from the 
snow in Cascade Cafion, and has done 
splendid work since. The track is now 
clear as far as the plow can clean it, but the 
rotary is about used up. The snow which 
has been passed through today was nearly 
as hard as ice, and averaged twenty feet 
deep. | 
Railroad officials say that the only ob- 
struction now is about a foot of hard-tramp- 
led snow and ice which covers the rails. 
This must be removed by shovelers. ‘The 
officials hope that all biockaded trains will 
reach here by Thursday. 
The high water has gone down all over 
the State, and washouts and landslides are 
posetalls repaired. No very great damage 
as beon done, except to roads and bridges. 
The blockade on the California and Ore- 
gon Railroad is still op, and there is little 
4 of breaking it fora week or more. 
here is no communication with the north 
except by steamer. 

LAST CHAPTER OF THE BLOCKADE. 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 28.—The final chap- 
ter in the record of the effort to break one 
ot the greatest blockades in the history of 
the Central Pacific began with the trip of 
the rotary snowplow from Blue Canon up 
the hill to Cascade, On Sunday morning 
the sun came out from the clouds and 
brought comfort to the crews of the 
engines which, with the plow, had made 
three miles from Blue Cafion between noon 
of Saturday and 9 o’clock on Sunday morn- 
ing. Wet snow and ice retarded the prog- 
ress of the plow eyery few feet, and men 
with picks and shovels would then have to 
remove the dehse mass packed in front of 
the ro blades. It was 2o’clock Sunday 
before the rotary reached Emigrant Gap, 
taking 26 hours to make five miles. En- 
—— Trott and Myers, who had been 


locked up In a woodshed by snow, were 
icked up about noon, after having been 30 

re without food. At Emigrant Gap, As- 
sistant Su tendent Burkhaller, who 
came up behind the rotary on a special 
train, was taken sick and obiiged to return 
to Sacramento, The rotary made the jour- 
ney through the snowsbeds to Cisco without 
when . Cascade 


twenty feet deep. 
Late Sunday evening the rotary was 
started on its finaltask. The plow choked 
at every turn of her * aud 
finally a halt was called. Yesterday the 
battle was resumed, and after four hours’ 
labor Cascade bridge was reached. Here 
the plow took a firm hold on the snow and 
buried it in mighty streams far over the 
bank into the cafion below. All day and 
night the into the drifts and 
at 5 o'clock this morning word was 
brought tothe waiting crowd in the Cascade 
shed that the blockade was practically 
raised and the hundreds of snow-shovelers 
sent up a cheer. There is now but a few 
hundred yards to complete and the blockade 
will be raised. 

A train from the blockaded district arrived 
thisevening. It was a special train to con- 
vey to Sacramento the remains of John 
„Coghlan. the telegraph operator, who died 

at Cascade on the 22d inst. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 28.—It was announced 
today that the blockade in the sierras was 
broken, but it was afterward learned that 
there was a stretch of 200 yards of srow to 
be plowed out just beyond the Cascade cut, 
and the rotary was about to plunge into it 
when some part of the machinery broke and 
the plow became useless, and will probably 
have to be brought to this city for repairs. 
The railroad company at once doubled the 
wages of the snow-shovelers, and they 
agreed to go to work and attempt to clear 
the track. It is expected that this will be 
done in time to start trains tomorrow fore- 
noon. The accidentoccurred at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon.

THE ROTARY’S WORK. 
TRUCKEE, Jan. 28.—A special engine 
from Cascade arrived at 10 o’clock last 
night with H. J. Small, superintendent of 
motive yower and machinery.

Stevenson, road foreman of engines, is 
here to meet the cyclone plow. He reports 
that the rotary, when running, resses 
about five feet per minute, Dut has met 
great difficulty from the snow faliing under 
the wheels and derailing the engines, and 
has met two or three unimportant acci- 
dents. The indications. are that the road 
will be clear today. 

FAMINE THREATENED AT VIRGINIA CITY. 
Viraina Ciry (Nev.), Jau. 28.—Work 
on the lode has stopped, except on the Jus- 
tice, Alabama and Occidental, on account 
of the impossibility of moving ore trains 
and the scarcity of fuel for steam. Vegeta- 
bles are received from Carson River ranches 
through the Sutrotunnel, The weather is 
clear, but famine is likely to result if the 
blockade is not rajsed soon, - . 


THE OREGON LINE. 


Efforts to Raise the Blockade Thus 
Far in Vain. 
PorRTLAND (Or.), Jau. 28.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] On the Oregon and Cali- 
fornia line thé blockade remains unbroken 
south of Ashland. For thé past two weeks 
there have been no through trains from 
San Francisco, apd there are no immediate 
prospects of raising the blockade. Yester- 
day a train reached here from Ashland, 
bringing back the mails and passengers, 
who had been blockaded there for the past 
ten days. unable to go farther south. The 
‘telegraph companies have four parties out 
to repair and keep the lines up, but thus far 
they have been only partially successful, 
The. blockade all along the line of the 
Union Pacific is reported raised. A through 
train arrived last nignt, bringing mails and 
passengers. Union Pacitic officials report 
all freight trains moving, and unless there 
should be another storm, it is expected that 
all trains will be running east and west on 
time in five days, or just as soon as matters

A MEXICAN LAND MILE. 
A complaint was filed in the United 


States Circuit Court yestirday which 
involves the romance of a family and 
the manner in which evi deeds gen- 
erally drift to the surifice though 
buried for years. The complainant is 
Mrs. Elena Castillo de Hetrada, and 
she has sued the San Feli Land and 
Water Company of San Diego for a 
half interest in the San Pélipe rancho. 
The story of her claim goch way back 
toward the beginning of fhe century, 
Mrs. Estrada being 62 3 of age, 
and now a resident of Pligeer county. 
She is a poor woman, auf from her 
complaint has but recently discovered 
facts which have led to hep application 
to the courts for restitution. Her 
father was Don Felipe Cagtillo, and in 


1846 he acquired 10,000 ace by grant 
from Gov. Pio Pico, Which was after- 
ward known as the Felipe rancho in 


San Diego county. 
At that time they ded in Her- 
mosillo, Sonora, Mexico. There were 
three brothers in the family, Loreto, 
Manuel and Rafael. The father died 
in 1848, leaving a will, itis alleged in 
the complaint, by which the children 


the estate. | 
The complaint sets forth that Au- 
gustin Olivera was appointed executor 
of the will, and declined to act; that 
Loreto assumed the executorship with- 
out authority, the two other brothers 
being minors, and that they all three 
joined in a deed selling the rancho to 
Juan Forster for $1500, half in money 
and half in cattle. 
In 1855 Forster petitioned the United 
States Lund Comuissioners for a con- 
firmation of bis title, based upon the 
Mexican grant, which he claimed to 
ave bought all the heirs of 
— Castillo under an order of 
court. 
He swore in his petition that Cas- 
tillo left no widow and po heirs except 
the three boys, whose interest he had 
acquired, thus leaving out the daugh- 
ter and suppressing everything relat- 
ing to a will. The commissioners con- 
firmed the title, and in 1866 a patent 
was issued to Juan Forster, the Cas- 
tillo deed being filed in the Recorder’s 
office in this city: 3

3 NOT MURDER.. | 
The C. F. McDonald’ murder trial 
began and ended very quickly before 
Judge Cheney yesterday morning. 
McDonald struck Peter Anersen with 
a shovel several months ago at Santa 
Monica, and the latter died from the 
effects of the blow shortly afterward. 
The two men quarrejed about a little 
ditch. Their houses were very close 
together on the beach at Santa Monico, 
and McDonald dug a little trench to 
keep water from running into his 
house. Anerssn came out of his house 
which was below McDonald’s, and 
thinking that the trench would turn 
the water upon his house, destroyed it 
with his shovel, a long-handled one. 
McDonald remonstrated with him, and 
told him the trench would not send the 
water upon him, but Anersen grew 
angry and cursed McDonald. 
He also drew back his shovel, and 
McDonald thinking he was about to 
be struck with it, hit Anersen first. 
He afterward took care of the wound- 
ed man, and gave himself up to the 
authorities, claiming that be had no 
idea of killing his neighbor, but was 
simply. protecting himself, 
These facts all developed upon the 
examination of witnesses for the pros- 
ecution yesterday morning, and when 
the State rested its case Judge Cheney 
requested the jury to return a verdict 
of not guilty, which it accordingly did, 
and the defendant was discharged. 

THE POWELSON CASE. 
There was considerable interest 
shown by lawyersin the city yester- 
day over the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Powelson case. The tele- 
graphic announcement of the decision 
was very brief, and the opinion not 
having yet arrived, some points could 
not be settled. The Powelson case is 
regarded as a test case in the vag“ 
cases under which it is the hope of the 
authorities to reach the depraved fel- 
lows known as maes.“ This particu- 
lar case was begun first before Justice 
Austin nearly two years ago. It was 
afterward transterred to Justice 
King’s court, and was still pending be- 
fore him when Justice King went out 
of office. It was one of the heirlooms 
left to Justice Lockwood by Justice 
King, and he brought it to an issue by 
setting it for trial. \

demanded a jury. trial, which Justice 
Lockwood retused to grant. Mr. 
Gage then applied to Judge McKinley 
for a writ of prohibition to prevent 
Justice Lockwood from trying it with- 
outa jury. Judge McKinley’ denied 
the application for a writ of prohibi- 
tion; and this decision it is understood 
the Supreme Court has sustained. 
Both sides in their briefs: to the Su- 
preme. Court united in requesting it to 
decide all the points, but whether the 
decision covers them all or not. is not 
yet known.

Proposition to Bud an Engine- 
house on the City Lot. 

The Fire Commissioners met in the 
Mayor’s office yesterday morning at 10 
o’clock, with Mayor Hazard presiding 
and the following members present: 
Commissioners Keefe, Kuhrts and 
Lovell. 

In the matter of the Plaza engine- 
house, the City Attorney presented the 
fullowing report, of date January 25th, 
which was read and ordered placed on 
file: 


“You have referred to me a com- 
munication from Mrs. L. M. Bigelow, 
to the effect that a judgment rendered 
inher favor, in the case of H. W. 
Latham vs. the City of Los Angeles, 
had become absolute for want of an ap- 
peal, and that she was entitled to the 
possession of the property in question, 
viz., the Plaza engine-house, and inti- 
mating thatif rent was not paid for 
the same, she would take session 
on the 25th of this month. In answer 
to this communication, I will state, 
first, that the judgment rendered in 
said case does not give Mrs. Bigelow 
the right of possession of said engine- 
house, but the same is given to H. W.

THE BAGGAGE ROBBERY 


TRAINMASTER RISDON TALKS 
FREELY ABOUT IT. 


An Organized System of Pillage 
That Was Hard to Hunt Down— 
How Pinkerton Managed It—An 

Answer to the Banning Com-

J. J. Risdon, trainmaster of the 
Queen and Crescent Railroad, with 
headquarters in Cincinnati, arrived in 
this city yesterday from San Fran- 
cisco, where he has been during the 
past ten days settling claims against 
his company and gathering up evidence 
against the trainmen who were arrested 
a few weeks ago for going through the 
baggage belonging to passengers, be- 
tween this city and St. Souis,Mo. Mr. 
Risdon was seen at the Wolfskill de- 
pot and questioned about the rob- 
beries. 

„Ves,“ said he, the baggagemen 
and express messengers on our line 
have been having a picnic at the ex- 
pense of passengers during the past 
year, but I think we have bagged ab 
most all of them now, and people can 
travel over our lines in safety once 
more. Complaints commenced coming 
in some eight months ago, and at first 
we were led to believe that the rob- 
beries were being committed on other 
roads. Our own detectives did all in 
their power to discover the robbers, 
but the robberies went on right under 
their very noses. Then we employed 
the detective police and a private 
agency in New Orleans, and they 
spent over a week on the cage, but 
failed. The directors of the road then 
decided to put Pinkerton to work, and 
in less than three weeks he landed 23 
baggagemen and expressmen in jail at 
New Orleans. 

„We soon saw that we would get no 
assistance in that city in the prosecu- 
tion of the theives, notwithstanding 
the fact that three or four of them bad 
confessed, but how to get them into 
Mississippi we did not know, for the 
State and city authorities seemed only 


too willing to stand in with them. But w 


Pinkerton proved too much for them, 
and with the assistance of one of the 
New Orleans judges, who believes in 
seeing justice done, we managed to get 
the prisoners out of jail and into car- 
-riages.- Fortunately we did not go to 
the main depot, but ran them toa 
little station, and safely landed them 
on the train. Had we gone to the 
main depot we would. have been 
mobbed, and our prisoners taken from 
us, for there were over three hundred 
desperate men waiting on us. Well, to 
cut a long story short, we landed 
17 of them in jail at Meridian, where 
they are to be tried in a few days. Six 
of them escaped on the road, but I am 
confident that we will recapture almost 
all of them. Several went to Europe,

Mexico, and I see by the dispatches 
that Thomas J. Latimer, the ring- 
leader of the gang, was captured in 
Mexico the other day. -As soon as he 
escaped he went to Mexico, and under 
an assumed name secured a position on 
the Mexican Central. Pinkerton and 
I went down there and located bim 
just before I came out here, but we 
could not arrest him, so I left Pinker- 
ton there to kidnap him, if possible, 
and I see he has béen successful,

Latimer is the 
man who committed the big diamond 
robbery at. Meridian, a few months 
ago. Mrs. John P. Richardson placed 
her diamonds, valued at 89000, in her 
trunk, and when she reached St. Louis 
the diamonds were missing. Pinkerton 
has traced the robbery to Latimer and 
the diamonds to the president of an- 
other road, who paid $4000 for them, 
and when they are claimed I am tonfi- 
dent there will be a big sensation, for 
the railroad magnate will not give 
them up without a row, although the 
chances are that he knew they were 
pees when he bought them from Lat- 
mer. 

The system of robbery was the most 
thorough ever organized, and 1 don’t 
know when this thing would have 
ended had not Pinkerton been em- 

loyed. Some of the men belong 
to the very best of families, 
and a mighty effort will be 
made to get them out of the scrape. 
Some of them were so well trained in 
their business that they could go 
through a trunk at the depot while 
people were moving about witu- 
out exciting suspicion. But the nest 
has been broken up, and I don’t think 
they will make another attempt again 
soon. No, the New Orleans papers 
did not even mention the arrests, and 
the first newspapers to make the mat- 
ter public were the Herald and Times 
of this city. 

Mr. Risdon left for the East last 
night. Several persons whose prop- 
erty has been recovered returned with 
him to act as witnesses and to identify 
their property.

TEMPERATURE FIGURES AND 
CITRUS FICTION. 


The San Francisco Bulletin pub- 
lishes an article, over a column long, 
upon snow and climate,in which it 
ong@p more tries very hard to show that 
the climate of the N.C.B. is as mild as 
that of Southern California, if not 
more 80. 
The Bulletin objects to such ex- 
pressions as the following, which hap- 
pens to be from Tue Times, although 
the San Francisco paper does not 
mention that fact: 


The position of the’snow-bound passen- 
gers in Northern California is — * 
more than interesting. Easterners wil 
now have an excellent ap- 
preciating the climatic difference between 
the northern and southern citrus belts. 


Such references to the troubles of 
the railroad companies in the moun- 
tains, says the Bulletin, give to those 
unacquainted with the State a wrong 
idea. It adds that the idea that the 
temperature of the southern portion of 
the State is milder than that of Upper 
California, or the northern citrus belt, 
or that there is any snow in the upper 
valleys any more than there is in those 
further south, is a mistaken one. Tak- 
ing Riverside as an example of the 
southern portion of the State, and 
Marysville as an example of the upper 
portion, a table is published to show 
the highest and lowest temperature at 
each place, every day, during the first 
three weeks of January. According to 
this table, the average lowest daily 
temperature for three weeks at Marys- 
ile was 359, and at Riverside 339. 
The Bulletin claims that, it this 
table should be carried back for 
years, the same condition of affairs 
would be found to exist always. | 
Arguing upon this basis, the Bulletin 
claims that there is very little climatic 
difference between the north and south 
of the State, even between Riverside 
and locations in the mountains of the 
Sierra Nevada 2000 feet above Sacra- 
mento, where also roses bloom in the 
winter and orange trees fruit.“ Even 
in the matter of floods, the Bulletin 
claims that Southern California can 
equal the north. 

Now, none of this is at all new. We 
have heard the same thing—or some- 
thing very like it—over and over again 
during the past ten years, from a 
variety of sources—from metropolitan 
dailies, country weeklies, and from the 
Sacramento signal office. The object 
aimed at is always the same—to prove 
that oranges will grow as well, and 
even ripen earlier, in the N.C.B. than 
* Southern California. It may be 
asked: Why should the north- 
ern people bend so much energy 
toward establishing a very doubtful 
proposition in regard to the orange, 
when there are so many other fruits 
which they can undoubtedly grow to 
perfection? The reason of this is plain. 
In the mind of the average edsterner, 
the growth of the orange is intimately 
associated with all that is romantic in 
horticulture and semi-tropical in cli- 
mate. Apart from the mercantile side 
of the question, which, of course, in- 
terests those who contemplate engaging 
in the orange-growing industry, the 
average immigrant from eastern snow- 
fields will give the preference, almost 
every time, to a section of the State in 
which he is convinced that the orange 
will mature, over one in which he be- 
lieves that it will not. This is the 
plum for which the Northern Citrus 
Belters are contending, and this ex- 
plains the great prominence which is 
given to citrus fairs up there, 

The northern papers have always 
been very successful in proving—on 
paper—all that they claim in this 
direction. As far as temperature sta- 
tistics and citrus shows can do it, they 
have removed all doubt of the ability 
ot Northern Cälifornia to produce 
citrus fruits. But what is the use of 
all this, in view of the stern facts? 
Oranges are not grown on paper, or in 
expositions. For ten or twelve years, 
or more, Northern California has been 
planting erange groves on a consider- 
able scale, The export of trees to the 
north has been a source of large reve- 
nue to our nurserymen. A large num- 
ber of these trees should now be in 
full bearing. In Southern California 
an orange orchard, even at three years 
from the planting, will often net the 
owner $75 an acre. Southern California 
will ship this season about 3300 car- 
loads of oranges. This is business. 
How many cafloads—if any—will 
Northern and Central California ship? 
Will not the Bulletin inform us? The 
figures would be interesting to file 
away, along with the temperature 
tables. It will not do to say that the 
groves up there are not yet old enough. 
That is toothin. The northern papers 
have been saying that for seven or 
eight years. If they are not old enough 
now, they never will be. Where are 
the shipments? N

A ripe orange is a 
A thousand carloads of ripe 
oratiges are a thousand solid facts, A 
table of temperature may be a fact or 
a fiction. - It is certainly not an orange 
—not even a singlesmall,sourone. A 
thousand boxes of oranges at a fair, 
rifled from trees on a thousand sur- 
rounding square miles of country, are 
facts, which show that the orange will 
mature up there when properly shel- 
tered—nothiog more. 

Let the northern-belters stop this 
childish parading of temperature sta- 
tistics, and wait until they can ship a 
trainload of good marketable oranges 
—oranges that eastern people will buy 
and eat, in competition with those 
from this end of the State. Then we 
will admit that the N.C.B. can grow 
oranges, as a business proposition— 
then, and not until then.

The ladies who have much to do in the 
piece are two in number, Miss Ada Jenoure, 
asthe “Pearl of Pekin,” and Miss Bertha 
Fisch as Finette.“ The fotmer, attired in 
the bifurcated garments of the Celestial 
maiden, looked modest and pretty. Her 
singing voice is rather small, but she gave 
her last song with very good taste and ob- 
tained an encore. Miss Fisch as the French- 
woman had the privilege of appearing in 
short skirts, and indulged the audience with 
the sight of numerous changes of costume, 
which were very piquant and attractive. 
She has little else to do but to look pretty, 
and achieves a complete success. 

Tue chorus is exceptionally weak vocally, 
and most of the feminine part of it is at- 
tired ina way that does not tend to enhance 
any charms of face or person they may 
possess, Which is a mistake. Accurazy of 
detail is all very well in a play, but the 
public is willing to sacrifice it for beauty of 
form in a burlesque, 

The piece is topically and musically very 
suggestive of The Mikado in many points, 
though not approaching it in merit. The 
stage mounting was new to this theater, 
and the costumes were all that gould be de- 
sired in the way of gorgeousness. ‘The 
finale of the second act, with the scene of 
the wedding a la Chinois, was brilliant and 
original. The guards, too, have a special 
feature in containing some very tall men, 
one said to be over seven feet high, and 
also a dwarf of remarkable appearance, 

Musically, the Pearl of Pekin has but 
few numbers of any particular merit. Per- 
haps the waltz movement at the end of the 
third act is the most catching, but the pop- 
ular nuecess of the piece depends partly on 
its costuming and appointments, but espe- 
cially on the acting of Mr. Harrison, whose 
fun is alone worth going to see and hear.

| ¥OUNG MAN, GO .TO AFRICA 


What Collis P. Huntington Would Do 
if He Were Young Again. 
[New York Tribupe.| 

Taking down a map of equatorial 
Africa and spreading it across his knee, 
Collis P. Huntington laid his forefinger 
op a certain spot and remarked: 

“If I were a young man with $10,000 
or $100,000, I'd go there and make 
millions.“ 

The spot he touched was the town of 
Upoto, on the River Congo, near the 
northern boundary of the Congo free 
state, distant 700 miles from the Guinea 
coast. 

What would you do there, Mr. 
Huntington?“ inquired the reporter 
to whom his remark was addressed. 

„Trade,“ was the brief answer. 

“Ivory, skins, precious stones——”’ 

Rubber. You can buy rubber there 
today at a penny a pound. A young 
man might go there and pay five pence 
a pound for it and make a fortune.“ 

Would you advise a young man to 
go there with less than $100,000 or less 
than $10,000?” | 

“Well, it would depend upon the 
young man. I went to California in 
49 with a party of young fellows from 
<3 native State, Connecticut, and 
when we reached Sacramento, the 
first thing they did was to goto the 
hotel and spend $4 apiece for dinner. 
My dinner cost me less than a six- 
teenth of thatsum. It was always my 
rule to live within my income. Any 
young man who does that will get 
along.“ 

“Could a young man live in the 
Congo Free State long enough to make 
a fortune?“ 

_ “Oh, the climate is excellent after 
you get back a huadred miles or 80 
from the coast. There is no fever on

Down 
there in the heart of Africa is 
the beginning and end of the slave 
trade, and the time is not far off 
when we will wipe it from the face of 
the earth. I have also invested $50,000 
in the Berber-Suakim Railway and 
$50,000 more in the British East 
African Railway. Thus I have 8150. 
000 in the three roads. I don't look 
for any profits, but if any should come 
they will be reinvested in Africa.“ 
The price of rubber in Parn, Brazil. 
ranges from 60 cents to 81 a pound. If 
a young man could only get hold of 
$10,000; if he could only buy rubber in 
the Congo Free State at a penny a 
und; if he could only get it down to 
ne coast for a few pence more a pound 
—if he could do all this he would make 
a tremendous profit..

THE BEST FOOD SUPPLY AT 
THE LEAST COST. 


| 
‘What It Costs to Feed Your Family 
in Pasadena—Vegetables at Nom- 
inal Cost—A Dinner of Native 
Produce, 

A representative Pasadenian, a man 
of intelligence and one who under- 
Stands how to live well at moderate 
expense, told a Times representative 
the other day that the ‘amount spent 
weekly by him for food in his family.of 
five persons averaged 82 a head. In 


a week, and feeds them well. | 

Such a statement will surprise many 
Californians and many more eastern- 
ers, and it leads to the assertion that 
among the other advantages Pasadena 
offers to the home-seeker is the fact 
that here can be obtained a varied 
food supply of peculiar  excel- 
lence at a cost robably less 
than at any other place in the country. 
This statement 1s broad, byt it cannot 
be disproven. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
the local markets are as generously 
— ty as those of any of the 
leading cities east or west, while 
much is offered here the year round 
which in the East are luxuries at any 
season. If you don’t believe it take a 
walk around town this morning with 
the Times man and see for yourself. 

We start out. Here on our left, just 
in from the sidewalk, is a fruit stand. 
It is a diminutive, modest affair, but 
take a look at its contents. Did you 
ever see such oranges? n one 
of those splendid navels that re- 
tail at from 25 cents to 40 cents 
adozen. No seeds to worry you; pecu- 
liarly sweet and luscious and juicy 
and twice as large as the oranges you 
are accustomed to eat anywhere out- 
side of 1 Near by are several 
boxes of apples raised on a ranch not 
far away. Lou won't like them very 
well perhaps, but then California 
don't pride herself specially on her 
apples. They possess one merit, how- 
ever; they are cheap. You can buy 
the best varieties at this time of year 
for 4 cents a pound. | 

But look at those walnuts, a product 
in which the State takes pardonable 
pride. The salesman will put you up 
a pound package of the hard-shell 
kind for 10 cents, and the paper-shell 
species will only cost you 5 cents more. 

ou will find them fresh and of ex- 
cellent flavor. ; 

Lemons, do you ask for? Here they 
are, plenty of them, and big ones, too. 
Another {characteristic Californian 

roduct. They are just the kind of 

emons you always wanted to see, and 
which you never did see before you 
came to California. Fifteen cents will 
buy a dozen of them, and three of the 
dozen will make you enough lemonade 
for your whole family, if there are not 
more than six people in it. our 

or reat a moment on X 0 
ö ifornia almonds. Only 20 cents a 
pound, and as toothsome as ever you 
munched. And the peanuts. Of 
course you know thesé nuts are raised 
in great abuadance in this section of 
the country, many of them being 
shipped east annually. A nickel will 
buy a quarter-pound bag brim full, and 
served up in the famous fr 
roasted”’ style. — 

Those pears, too, are very cheap, and 
although the season is not yet at its 
height, it will not be long before you 
can buy big, luscious strawberries at 5 
cents a box. For half a dime you can 
get all the grapes you caneat. ‘They 
are plentiful during the fall and winter 
months. 

Over at the store across the way you 
can select almost any kind of vegetable 
you like, and buy it cheaper than you 
could raise it yourself, even though it 
is January. The Chinese are the great 
vegetable producers of California. 
They understand their business, work 
hard, live cheaply, and are content 
with small profits. The result is you 
= buy vegetables at almost nominal 
prices. 

One dollar a week will keep a family 
of five well supplied with vegetables, 
such as beans, peas, potatoes, carrots, 
turnips, cauliflower, cabbages and cel- 
ery. Butter is higher than it should 
be. Fancy California brings from 
fifty-five to sixty cents a roll. Fifty 
cents is the average price per roll for 
the best butter the year round, but a 
9 cheaper article can always be 
obtained for cooking purposes. Fresh 
ranch eggs are quoted at 40 cents, but 
the price is usually lower. 

The meats? Two doors away is a 
butcher shop. You see the meat is 
fresh and of a good quality. The 
butcher tells you that the average 
daily meat bill for a family of five is 
$1. The workingman lives well on six 
bits, and if you are content with 
boiled meats the daily meat expenses 
come down to 40 cents. Porterhouse 
steak retails at 20 cents a pound, ten- 
derloin at 18, sirloin at 15 and round 
at 124 cents, Good roasta bring from 
10 to 15 cents a pound. A five-pound 
roast is large enough for a family of 
five, and costs from four to six bits. 
Mutton stews retail from 10 to 124 
cents; prime lamb chops at 20 cents, 
and mutton chops from 10 to 123 cents.

A Visit to the Beautifally Located 
: Nursery and Greenhouses at 
Linda Vista— Some Floral Spe- 
olaities. 


The Park Nursery Company of Pasa- 
dena was incorporated in 1887, with a 
capital stock of $60,000. The purpose 
of the organization was to secure to 
Pasadena and the surrounding country 
the privileges of a first-class nursery, 
where all that is newest and the rarest 
specimens of that which is old may be 
obtained at moderate cost. An in- 
spection of the company’s property is 
sufficient to inditate plainiy that its 
ra has been carried out most success- 
ully. 

The city yard and office of the com- 
pany are located at the southeast 
corner of West Colorado street and 
Pasadena avenue. The yard occupies 
considerable space, and is well stocked 
with a supply of shade trees, shrub- 
bery, palms, roses. and growing plants 
generally.
